Why Persecute 
Professor Wright? 


Mn. Eprron: Yon have no doubt 
seen the frantic efforts of certain par- 
ties in this state to get the Democrats 
to come to their aid in mozzling Prof. 
Wright because he desires to be one 
of the four representatives of this state 
in the next national convention, It is 
attempted to give the impression to 
the Democrats that he is such a ram- 
pant partisau that it is necessary to 
have the aid of Democrats iu order to 
defeat him. Do you think that it is 
the proper thing for Republicaus to 
go ontside of the Republican party in 
order to get Democrats to assist them 
in defeating Repablicans?

Professor Wright has not neglected, 
aud will not neglect any duty with 
which he is charged, He has built np 
the State College from eight to ſour 
hundred and tweuty-five students, and 
will graduate this year, one of the 
largest classes in the history of the 
school. Our eurollment of young 
men at present is the largest carried 
by any school in the state. We have 
had to refuse students nearly every 
week. The State College is giving 
our people, not only a first-class 
literary education, but it is giving the 
boys an opportunity to learn carpen- 
try, wheelwrighting, bricklayiag, 
painting, shoemaking, ta iloring. 
stenography, bookkeeping and practi- 
cal agriculture at as low a cost as 
any institution in the south. 

Is it a crime for a man who devotes 
his time to training the youth to accept 
at the hands of the parents of those 
youths the honor of representing 
them in the couvention which is to 
nominate the presideut of the United 
States? Surely it cannot be a crime 
for him to allow his fellow-oitizens to 
bestow upon him the honor which 
they have bestowed upon other men 
who have done little else for the past 
thirty years than to hold office. Iam 
sure, Mr. Editor, that yon will agree 
with me that he is at least entitled to 
tar play; that persecutiou and out- 
rage should not be the weapons with 
which he should be pursued because 
he has allowed his name to be used as 
a candidate to be elected as one of the 
delegates-at-large to reprezent this 
state at the next natioual convention.

BY MOSES DICESOS, 


On the 5th day of April, 1824, there 
was a boy child born in the city of 
Cincinnati, O. His mother was born 
a slave in Virginia, near Petersburg. 
Her master was Robert K. Dickson, a 
wealthy planter, owning 300 slaves. 
He was a kind, good master, loved by 
all of his people. Unlike the neigh- 
boring planters, he did not mix with 
them im their jollification, but was e 
man who spent his leisure time in his 
library. By this means he became 
convinced that human slavery was 
It did not take Mr. Dickson 
long to act on his convietion, © He 
moved his slaves to different counties 
in Ohio and gave each family fifty 
acres of land and started them com- 
fortably iu life. He then sold his 
property in Virginia and moved to 
Cincinnati, O., and married bis honse- 
keeper, Hannah. Three months after 
their arrival in Cincinnati I was boru. 

In my travels I found 11 conrageons, 
reliable men, who expressed a willing- 
ness to form a compact to work to 
break the chains of slavery. Arrange- 
ments were made for these men to 
meet in St. Louis, Mo, the 12th day 
of August. 1846, I had, in the mean- 
time, prepared a plau to be submitted 
to them. 

As per agreement, 12 young men 
assembled in the second story of an 
old brick house on the sontheast corner 
of Green and Seventh streets. The 
name Green street has since been 
changed to Lnens avennes. TI read my 
plan. After a careful discussion of all 
of its parts it was adopted. Organi- 
nations were seeretly to be made in 
the southern states. None but relia- 
ble, fearlevs men were to be enrolled. 
Organizers were to carefnlly pick the 
men that were conrageons, patient and 
temperate. The oath was 80 binding 
that it could not be broken, One part 
of it was: Jean die, but I cannot re- 
veal the name of any member nntil the 
slaves are free.“ This oath never was 
broken, 

Each man nnderstood his part. 1 
was elected chief. I was to remain 
north, with headquarters in St. Louis, 
and watch events and keep the mem- 
bers posted. Ten years was the time 
fixed to open the battle for freedom. 

It will not be amiss now to give the 
names of the men who, like the twelve 
Apostles, commenced the great work 
for liberty. They are John Patton 
and Henry Wright of Sonth Caroling, 
James Bedford and Silas W. Greene 
of Mississippi, Irvin Hodges of Ala- 
bama, Peter Coleman of Virginia, 
Willis Owens of Kentucky, James Orr 
of Louisiana, Miles Graves of Georgia, 
Henry Simpsou of North Carolins, 
Lewis Williams of Tennessee and my 
elf. These men, with their aides, 
formed organizations in all of the 
slave states except Missouri and Texas. 
The organizations mnltiplied. In 1856 
the army of true and trasty men num- 
bered 47,240 Knights of Liberty. They 
assembled for drill in their various 
camps at midnight. 

My mother was « Christian woman 
and a firm believer in the justice of 
God. She earnestly desired that her 
people, the bondmen, would throw off 
their chains of bondage and become 
freemen. She dedicated her boy to 
the cause of freedom and named him 
Moses, and predicted that he would, 
like Moses of old, lead his people from 
bondage to freedom. Under the in- 
structions of snch « mother I became 
a determined, implacable foes to the 
slave owner, the slave trac and the 
slave driver. My house was known 
as the headquarters of the abolitionists 
of that day. It was here that these 
anti-slavory men moet for consultation. 
Hon. Joshua R. Giddings, Nicholas 
Longworth, - Levi Coffin, James G. 
Birney, Hon. Cassius M. Clay, Henry 
Boyd, Calvin Fairbank, Miles Greeu- 
wood, John I. Gtines, Harriet Beech - 
er, Heury Ward Beecher, William 
Darnes and many other noted men 
and women met there, This is the 
kind of surroundings that I had in my 
Of oovurse it gave me 
strength and firmness in my battles 
goon the slave power. 

attended schools taught by Profs, 
A. B. Denbam and O., B 
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the time had come to commenos the 
work on my mission: to prepare my- 
olf and acquaint my mind with what 
was necessary to be done to make 
preparation for the battle of freedom 
I travelod extensively in the slave- 
holding states on money left me by 
my mother and saw the system of 
*lavery in all of its horrors. It made 
the African blood in my veins boil 
with irdigustion aud fixed my de- 
termination never to give np the strug- 
le until there was not a slave in the 
United States. 

In 1850 I saw the neceesity of sys 
tematizing the work of the nunder- 
ground railroad. By making use of the 
Knights of Liberty I soon bad the 
road in perfect order, with stations in 
all parts of the south. Fagitives from 
Slavery, individually or in families, 
could be taken from one of the stations 
and safely conveyed to the northern, 
eastern or western states or Canada. 
In ten years over 60,000 were traus- 
ferred from bondage to freedom. 

The underground road was in good 
working order, Secrocy is a power. 
But money was needed to successfully 
carry ont the business of the Knights 
of Liberty, and the nndergronnd rail- 
road, I visited the New England 
States and New York. I was farnish- 
ed letters of introdnetion from several 
eminent men of the west. I zoon 
found wealthy men who were glad to 
have the opportunity to do something 
to aid the slaves in getting their free- 
dom. I did not reveal all of our plans,

Statious must be supplied 
with horses, wagons, provisions and | 
clothing. Agents and condnetors con!d | 
not give their time for nothing. The 
result was I returned home with a 
large amonnt of money and more was 
promised when needed, Arms and 
ammunition were bought and secretly 
conveyed to each camp. 

The stations of the uudergound rail- 
road were nsnally from ten to twenty 
miles apart. The agents wore men who 
could be trasted. We had about 100 
agents who were slave owners. They 
were men who disapproved of the sys- 
tem of slavery and wanted to see it 
abolished. They treated their own 
slaves so well that they did not want 
to leave them. There were a great 
many white men and women in the | 
south who assisted escaping slaves. 

When a fugitive got to one of the | 
stations of the nndergronnd railway he | 
was safe. He was concealed at that | 
station until night and then he was | 
taken ahead to the next station. The 
agent who took him was careful to re- 
turn to his home before daylight of 
the next morning. All the traveling 
was by night. 

The fugitives from Texas, Arkansas | 
and Lonisiana were forwarded to St. | 
Lonis. 


Those from Virginia were for- 
warded to Cincinnati. Those from the 


either to Cincinnati by the overland | 
route or to the New England States on 
vessels. From the cities where they 
were finally landed they were sent to 
different states or to Canna. 

After the underground railway was 
in operation I was in New Orleans 
prozecnting my mission. While I was 
there I zaw a woman aud her 12-year- 
old danghter placed on tho block to be 
sold. Tue woman was a mnlatto. Her 
daughter was a quadroon. They were 
both beantifn!, The woman was sold 
rst. She begge el the planter who 
bought her to also buy her daughter, 
so that they would not be separated. 
He said he did not have any use on 
his plantation for a girl of her age. 
She was sold to another mau. 

I was 80 stirred by this that I was 
determined that the woman and her 
child should be rescued. I had one of 
my men follow the man who had 
bought the woman and another follow 
the man who had bought her dangh- 
ter. These men learned where the 
mother and her daughter were to be 
kept that night and managed to com- 
municate to them that au effort was to 
be made to rescue them. They were 
therefore on the lookont. Before mid- 
night two of my men had entered each 
of the houses where the slaves were 
and taken them away. At midnight 
they were at the underground station. 
Before daylight our tailor had them 
fixed up in male attire. Their har 
hid been cut short aud they looked 
like a young man and a boy, 

I went to the steward of the steam- 
boat Orinoko, which was at the wharf. 
I told him I had a young man aud a 
boy who wanted to go north aud bad 
uo money and asked him if they could 
work their way up with him. He un- 
derstood. He gave one work as pan 
trymen and one as berthmaker. They 
left on the boat. There was a hne and 
cry raised when the escape of the two 
was discovered. The boat was search- 
ed at Baton Ronge, but no refugees 
were found. They safely reached St. 
Louis, and from there were sent to 
Canada, 

Twelve years ago I went to Chatham, 
Canada, in the interest of the Kuights 
of Tabor, I was sent to spend the 
night at the home off « colored family. 
When I entered the door the woman 
looked steadfastly at me. 

„Haven't I seen you 50mewhere?” 
she asked. 

I 8aid it was likely, as I was travel- 
ing all the time. 

„Ain't you Blue Dick?” she cried, 
That was the name I was kuowu by in 
the old days. I said I was, Well, 
that woman nearly pulled me to pieces. 
Sho was the woman I had helped to 
escape from New Orleans, She told 
me her daughter was married and liv- 
ing in Chicago, The same year I 
went to see her. Sho was living in « 
large three-story house. She was n 
beautiful woman. Her husband was 
A. J. Jones, He was in the tailor 
business. He died four years ago,

Dean Burrunmms— Our Book of Dis- 
ciplne makes it my duty as the Hieb 
op of the «aid E District, to 
inform you that Sabbath, April 15th, is 
Easter Sunday. A which the 
Christian world holds in reacred com- 
memoration, and have for ages, as im- 
plying the day our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ, aro#s from the dead, and 
completed the redemption of mankind. 
Numbers of the Christian churches, 
both in Europe and Americas, bave 
cousecrated the entire day to collect- 
ing money and means for the support 
of Missions, and the extension of the 


Redeemer's Kingdom on earth. And 
millions of dollars are being collected 
that day by Christiau men and wo- 
men, whore responsibilities to God, 
and sacrifleiug obligations are no more 
binding than ours. Indeed, some of 


the Christian charches, collect over a 
million dollars for Missiobs on Easter 
Sabbath. The women alone, of some of 
the chnrches are collecting 8500 000 
five hundred thousand dollars.) 

The A. M. E. Chnreb, by order of 
the General Conference, fell in line in 
May, 1884, to the extent of also set- 
ting apart Easter Sabbath as = day to 
lay aside every other consideration, 
and collect money for the cause of 
Missions; but our Book of Discipline 
was nnconscionably and godlessly 
tampered with, and the law was con- 
torted to a mere Miasionary xentiment; 
and even that was robbed of sixty per 
cent. But a new ers has dawned upon 
ns. The spirit of Missions, like leaven, 
has been at work, and ministers of all 
grades have passed throngh a change, 
and I believe that our church is going 
to take a place in the front rank of 
Missionary workers, And it is fortn- 
nate for us that we have awakened 
thus early; for the grambling, com- 
plaining, fanlt-finding, eriminating, 
recriminating, and rebel tendencies, 
have grown out of the fact that we 
had turned our back upon God, and 
deafened our ears to His appeals, and 
God was turning His back upon us, 
and the A. M. E. Church would not 
have been a decent association in a de- 
cade from today. It is no sacrifice to 
build churches, pay sextons, puroha-e 
fael, and pay Pastors, or collect mon- 
eys for individual comfort. We must 
go outside of self —make aacrifices for 
God and His church, if we would have 
the blessings of heaven, and an en- 
largement of our Zion. 

Some ministers, even with great, mam- 
moth churches and congregations, can't 
see anything but themselves, their own 
pockets, their own church debts, or 
their own local obligations; and, in 
every instance, either the minister will 
go to the dogs, or the congregation 
will get into confusion and wrangle, 
or the walls of the charch will orack, 
or the edifice get burned to the ground 
just as the insurance upon it has been 
allowed to expires. I could name s 
dozen instances where God bas either 
cursed the Pastor in charge or the 
whols church, on account of their 
narrow-hearted and selfish stinginess. 

My object in addressing you this 
epistle— 

Ist. Is to request each one of you 
to read the entire Mizsiohary Law, 
commencing on foot of page 320 in 
our New Diseipline, all of which 1 
have not space to quote: 

24. To call your attention to Sec- 
tion 4th, foot page 326, which reads as 
follows: 

„An annual collection from each 
Church and Sabbath School, includ- 
ing the entire Mia#ionary Day, which 
is held on Faster Sunday of each 
year, and all moneys thus collected 
#hall be held sacred to the Depart- 
ment of Missions, and forwarded at 
once to the Treasurer of «aid Depart- 
ment.“ 


The Treasurer referred to is the 
Secretary of Missions, Rev. H. B. 
Parks, D. D., Room 61, Bible House, 
New York City. 

Our Discipline, foot of page 370, 
further says: 

"Al moneys collected, both in 
Church and Sunday School, on our 
Connectional Days, to-wit: Faster 
Day, Endowment and Children's Day 
——#hatll be 8acredly appropriated to 
the object to which the day was set 
apart, and no Church officers (trus- 
fees nor Steward), Pastor, Pre#iding 
Elder, or Bishop, «hall divert or use 
the #aid money otherwise. 


On foot of page 328, section 10th, it 
is further made the daty of the Pre- 
siding Bishop to see that the law is 
striotly enforced, or to treat the viola- 
tors as in all other cases of neglect of 
duty, which this Bishop prays and 
implores the brethren not tö bother 
him with, for I am already nearly 
worked to death; and neither I nor 
my assistants (the Presiding Elders) 
have the time nor the disposi- 
tion to be appointing committees to 
try and suspeud ministers for neglect- 
ing this *imple but easy duty; and a 
duty, too, which every child of God 
should be be delighted to perform. 

The A. M. E. Church should and 
could raise fifty thousand ($50,000) 
dollars on Easter Sabbath, and the 
Sixth Episcopal Dfstrict should raise 
eight thousand ($8,000) dollars, with- 
ont being burdened, if we had the 
heart and will to do 80. 

The Sixth Episcopal Distriot bas an 
able representative in the person of 
Presiding Elder F. G. Soelson, in 
Sierra Leone, Africa, and this alone 
should inspire the brethren, to say 
nothing of Presiding Elder L. C. 
Curtis, from Florida, Presiding Elder 
R. A. Sealey, West Indies, and of South 
Africa, West Indies, South America 
and elsewhere. The A. M. E. Church 
is establishing work in every clime on 
earth, aud we are the only eccleviastic 
body of our race in the country who 
is doing so. The idea of the A. M. 
E. Ohurch raising less than fifteen 
thousand ($15,000) dollars on Easter 
Sabbath, is shameful. We must never 
do so again; nor do I believe our con- 
nection ever will. 

Secretary Parks will furnish me with 
the names of the Pastors, churches 
and the moneys raised from all parts 
of the country, Let the ministers of 
the Sixth Episcopal Distriot not be 
ashamed when they see it published 
in Tun Voios or ions, for all of 
the amounts will be published, and 
will be read in America, England, At- 
ries, Australia and the many i of 
the sea.

A Reply to Bishop Lee. 


Spano VAI, ALA, Feb. 5, 1900. 
Evprror Vorcs or M1ss10xs: 

Dear Sir—A marked copy of Tux 
Voice of Feb. 1st fell into my bands a 
few days ago, in which I find an open 
letter to myself by Bishop B. F. Lee of 
Wilberforce, Ohio, in which he pro- 
pounds certain questions relative to the 
„Negro, Africa,” eto. While I do not 
aspire to leadership in a movement 
looking to the migration of the Negro 
from the United States to Africa; and, 
while I do not propose to enter the 
arens of controversy with any through 
the press or otherwise—on that im- 
portant question—still, as 4 private 
citizen, I have my views in regard 
thereto, and am free to express them 
without reference to the opinions of 
others. That the peace, safety and 
happiness of the two races in this 
country are being frequently menaced 
and disturbe1 by race conflicts, 
and, {that unfortunate oollisions 
seem to be increasing, both in fre- 
queney and maligoity. All admit that 
no snccessful method of dealing with 
the evils complained of has, as yet, 
been suggested or devised; and, be- 
lieving as I do that no legislative en- 
actments” nor educational advance- 
ment” will ever bring the desired re- 
sult, for the simple reason that the 
Negro aspires to positious and privi- 
leges in the government which the 
white people of this nation say he 
caunot, must not, shall not have; and, 
it is clear to my mind that an attempt 
to force such a state of affairs would 
result in the extermination of the Ne- 


o. 

What, then, is the remedy? There 
dan be but one intelligent answer 
neparation, I am aware that there are 
some people who look to *'mis:egena- 
tion,” amalgamation,” absorption“ 
as a, if not the, remedy!

This, I re- 
peat, is the question which seems to be 
puzzling some of our great thinkers.

Liberia awaits the coming of 
the solf{-reliant, energetic, industrions 
black men with an expectancy that 
borders on cagernens. We have only 
to go in and possess the land, and yet, 
apparently, we dread to enter. 
Liberian goyertDment, modeled as it is 
after that of the United States, is the 
erention of Negro brain, aud though 
imperfect in many rexpects, can be 
developed into one of the flnest and 
best governments in the world, if only 
the American Negro will take bold and 
thov the world that be is not ouly im- 
itative, but also creative. No seusible 
Negro will deny fhat Liberia is the 
only place where the Negro can sue- 
cexsfnlly demonstrate bis. ability to 
govern as well as be governed, with the 
exception of Hayti; for the renson that 
it is the only government in which 
Negroes aro allowed to bave any 
control. And unless the Ameri- 
can Negro seizes this opportunity, 
ere it passes, gone is Othello's occu- 
pation” 80 far as Negro government” 
is concerned, for soon England or 
Germany will step in and assert them- 
sebves and there will be no place on 
the ſace of the globe where the Negro 
will be the excluaive governing power. 
Every sane man can see this, The star 
of bope for the Negro of the future as 
well as of the present, is in this Afri- 
can emigration as advocated by Bisb- 
op Turver, who is without question 
the greatest Negro of the times, aud I 
day this without fear of punichment 
or hope of reward, as I am not a min- 
ister and am not seeking « good ap- 
pointment. 

The silly criticism as to why Bishop 
Turner does not go to Africa to live, is 
child's prattle. His going or staying 
does not affect the righteousness of the 
cause, nor the advisability of the 
movement. 

These hide-bound American Ne- 
groes need him here to give them 
good, sound, wholesome advice as to 
the advantages to be derived from the 
well-ivformed, moneyed Negroes go- 
ing to Africa, and developing that 
great country just as they bave devel- 
oped this country. Bisbop Turner is 
needed in this country as much, if not 
more, than in Africs, to help these 
Negroes of little sense and less judg: 
ment, to see the magnificent possibili- 
ties of that country, which is ours by 
inheritauce and which is wealthy be- 
yond our ſaintest conception, He sees 
the wonderful opportunities which Li- 
beria offers to our boys and girls, who 
are growing up to young man and 
womanhood in this country with- 
ont «a field in which to oper- 
ate, Their faculties and caps- 
bilities are being developed, but the 
opportunity to use them is lacking, 
hence, they can never hope to be fall- 
fledged, active men and women in this 
conutry, 80 far as the mauipulation of 
government is concerned. 

Bisbop Turner sees this and wisbes 
to avoid the inevitable consequenocen 
which await ns. He can have no self- 
ish motive in doing this, for very 
likely he will have orossed over” 
ere his desires are realized as they 
eventually will be, but his anxiety is 
ſor the race, the coming men and wo- 
men who are to prove to the world the 
Negro's capability to do any and 
everything that other races do. 

I believe in five years the leading 
Negroes of this country will be in 
hem ty accord with Bishop Turner's 
policy, and will join with bim to bring 
about the only solution of the Negro 
problem” in this country. Time will 
prove the truth of these words. 

I conclude this paper by appealing 
to the leaders of the race to set them- 
selves to the task of getting our people 
into line and preparing for the great 
chauge coming, for come it must. We 
are at the parting of the ways, aud the 
wise and thonghtful can see the band 
of God in it all, and hear the voice of 
reason saying, This is the way, walk 
ye in it.“ Hakrs. 


4 LETTER FROM: JUDGE RIDEOUT 
WHO IS IN SOUTH AFRICA.
